N THE forefront of the birth dates of men famous 
in American history is that of Andrew Jackson, 
noted American soldier, statesman, and seventh Pres- 
ident of the United States, who first saw the light of 
day on March 15, 1767, at the Waxhaw settlement in Lan- 
easter County, South Carolina. Born of Irish parentage, 
young Jackson was wild, quick-tempered and independent, 
with little disposition to be studious. 

At the time of the British invasion, his few of 
formal edueation were interrupted by a call for soldiers, 
and at the age of thirteen he began the career that immor- 
talized the name of ‘‘Old Hickory’’ in his memorable ac- 
complishments on the field of battle. When he was four- 
teen, he and his next older brother joined their neighbors 
in trying to capture a body of British troops at Waxhaw 
Church. The attempt failed and the boys were taken pris- 
mers. Upon refusing to black the officer’s boots, Andrew 
received a sabre blow which left him marked for life and 
established within him a lifelong dislike for Great Britain. 


years 
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Perhaps this acquired hatred of the British was the in- 
centive that drove him on to make history in his military 
exploits. In May, 1814, he realized his main ambition when 
he was commissioned a Major-General in the regular Army 
to serve against the British. In November of that year, he 
captured the Spanish-owned Pensacola, Florida, which was 
used by the British as a base of operations. In the final 
battle of the War of 1812, on January 8, 1815, Jackson 
resisted the attack on New Orleans and inflicted such a loss 
‘to the British troops that they abandoned the expedition 
and departed for -England. In 1818, Jackson received the 
command against the Seminoles and finally on the Pur- 
chase of Florida, his active military career subsided and he 
became the military governor of the Territory. 

Jackson’s character in his arbitrary capacity was recog- 
nized by the people in 1828, they liked him because he was 
vigorous, brusque, uncouth, relentlessly straightforward 
and open. They then elected him President and he ful- 
filled their expectations. Because of his controversial na- 
ture, many accusations were directed at him, but in the 
eves of his people he was considered the typical president 
and in lieu of the fact that his term of office was during 
the time the people were breaking away from the Old 
World traditions and realizing the material wealth of the 
New West, he was the proper man to aid in the progress 
of the free America. His unprecedented bravery has been 
a tradition through the ages and in his typical spirit and 
temper, he represented the free America that is today.

As in ‘‘Searamouche,’’ the dripping blade 
of the guillotine flashes through the pages, 
knifing its way through the Reign of Ter 
ror, to the conquest, fall, and brief return 
of Napoleon. 

But, unlike ‘‘Scaramouche,’’ this tale is 
devoted to the destiny of the Dauphin, 
Louis XVII of France. History has left but 
few seraps of evidence as to what really be 
came of Louis Capet’s son. And what evi 
dence there is, is contradictory. Whether the 
Dauphin died in prison or was smuggled to 
safety remains an historical enigma. But 
it is an interesting one, and many a specu 
lative work of romantic fiction has been 
wrought from it. But the present story is 
woven of better fabric than any we have 
yet encountered. 

In this Mr. Sabatini follows the 
hypothesis that the Dauphin’s escape was 
successful. A substitution was effected by 
a young art student, who, accompanied by 
another adventurer, raced with the Dauphin 
toward the safety of the frontier. Pursuit is 
fast and relentless. The fugitives split their 
party, and when the young artist eventually 
reaches the rendezvous, he learns of a drown 
ing in Lake Leman. The body of his friend 
and the boatmen have been recovered; but 
that of the accompanying child still 
missing. 

Knowing pursuit indieated he was identi 
fied with the plot, the artist could not re 
turn to France. He goes to Prussia, where 
he hopes to accomplish great things with 
his facile brush. But the years pass, and 
he becomes a gambler, with life as well as 
money. 

In the meantime Napoleon has failed, and 
Louis XVIII, now on the throne, keeps 
France in a greater turmoil than had the 
Revolution. 

The artist discovers a document concern 
ing the early days of the Dauphin’s sister, 
which, coupled with his own knowledge, leads 
him to believe an imposter could be found 
to impersonate the lost Dauphin.

Now and then we encounter a Western 
that does not follow the regimented formu- 
lae preseribed for such fiction. Not that we 
quarrel with the old standards, they have 
afforded us too many pleasant hours for 
that. But it is a refreshing surprise to dis 
cover a novel that deviates from the fixed 
paths. And such a one is ‘‘The Miracle at 
Gopher Creek.’’ 

Young John Tucker was a carefree cow- 
hand, orphaned, he believed, reared by kind- 
ly old Padre Anselmo. Then one day Johnny 
received a summons that sent him riding, 
hard, twenty miles to the Padre’s mission. 
There a man was dying; and waiting for 
him to die was Bullhead Marsh, the stricken 
man’s vulture-like companion. 


The dying man was Bloody Carill, bandit 
and seourge of the West. And Johnny 
learned to his shocked horror that he was 
the outlaw’s son. 


In an effort to make a last restitution, 
Carill said he had a to impart to 
Johnny, requesting Marsh to leave the room. 
But Bullhead knew what the secret was, 
the whereabouts of plundered booty. He 
wanted to learn too. After a sharp fight, 
Johnny forees him to retire. Then Johnny 
learned two things: the hiding place of more 
than one hundred and twenty thousand dol 
lars, and the fact that he had three half 
brothers for whom he was to search, and 
who were to share with him the task of pay 
ing indemnities to the families of men slain 
by Carill twenty years before.

The beach of San Cristobal Island at 
Wreck Bay (Porto Chico), deserted for 
some years, today is found relatively popu 
lous. Here is found the home of the Ter 
ritorial Commander, the military camp, the 
houses of some fishermen, and the store 
houses of the National Society of the Gala 
pagos At the beach is also found the 
statue of Darwin, erected by Ecuador and 
the International Scientifie Soeiety, in com 
memoration of his arrival at this island on 
the one hundredth year of his visit. 

Due to bad holding ground the ship was 
foreed to seek a better anchorage 8 miles 
up the coast in Stevens Bay. 

Many of the men walked the 7 kilometers 
to the village of San Cristobal. The writer 
did not make the trip to the village and 
therefore can’t report on it. 

An overnight run brought us to Post 
Office Bay, Floreana. It is on this island 
that so mueh fiction and, I’m afraid, very 
little fact has been written. This island is 
the seene of the notorious escapades of the 
Baroness Wagner, her lovers Philipson and 
Lorenz, the Wittmers, Dr. Ritter and Frau 
Dore Strauch. Time did not permit any 
member of the crew to visit the home of 
the Wittmers and therefore no additional 
information can be written on their lives 
here. The writer would like to mention at 
this time the discovery of a stone house 
some distance down the beach at Post Of 
from the anchorage. The stone 
house was in good condition but did not 
roof or floor.

This Post is not organized in opposi- 
tion to any V.F.W. Post, or to the Marine 
Legion Post, but merely to recruit and 
bring Marines from this city and its 
neighboring counties, who have to date for 
various reasons not joined any organiza 
tion yet INTO ONE MARINE POST. 
We expect to build the largest and strong 
est Post, for there are about 300 eligible 
Marines living in this Metropolitan Area. 

Everyone of this Post is very proud to 
have started a Post of Marines among the 
many V.F.W. Posts in the country. All

In today’s second incident the Japanese, 
eight men under command of a non-com- 
missioned officer, brought along a newsreel 
photographer to record the scene. This

the idea that they won’t have to do guard 
duty and that they will have liberty for 
about six nights out of every week. They 
are the ones who are sadly disillusioned 
and are among the ones who are dismissed 
at the end of the first month. 

In order to complete successfully the re 
quired work in the Clerical School, the 
student is required to burn quite a deal 
of midnight oil. Those who have been 
through the school know that the foregoing 
is *‘*more truth than poetry.’’ 

The question often arises as to why all 
this work is necessary. It must not be 
forgotten that a commercial course in high 
school covers two nine- or ten-month school 
terms. Many of the subjects there, are 
just advanced work of the courses pursued 
in grammar grades. In nine eases out of 
ten, the work in the Clerical School is 
entirely new, with the exception of Eng 
lish and Spelling. Taken as a _ whole, it 
isn’t necessarily difficult to learn; it is 
the fact that six of the eight subjects 
taught are entirely new to each individual. 

Shorthand is almost the downfall of the 
majority of the students. ; 
tem is taught and the Manual and Speed 
Studies are completely and thoroughly cov 
ered within the first four months of the 
term. The last two months are devoted 
to rapid dietation and transcription. The 
final examination consists of several letters 
ind articles dictated at an average rate 
of from 100 to 150 words per minute, 
depending upon the matter of the material 
being dictated. In addition to the two 
hours and forty-five minutes of shorthand 
vork each day the 
enough home-work to 
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students are given

to six hours each night. Sinee there is no 
school over the week-end, this work 8 
usually doubled for Saturday and Sund 


Students of the Clerical School are not 
ealled upon for guard duty, but on rare 
occasions are det 1 for honor guards 
and parades; this depending upon the 
shortage of men in the regular compl 
ment of the Barracks Detachment. 

School hours are from eight until eleven 
thirty in the morning, and from one until 
four in the afternoon. 

The students are given the benefit of 
all national holidays, but are not afforded 
the opportunity of any furloughs during 
the school term. 

Many people often wonder what be 
comes of all the graduates of the Clerieal 
School. They seem to believe the Marine 
Corps would soon be overflowing with 
clerks and = stenographers after a_ short 
time. The demand for good elerks and 
stenographers in the Marine Corps appar 
ently never lessens. 

One reason for this is that many of 
these men often pursue work with the 
U. S. Civil Serviee as stenographers and 
clerks, and another in regard to stenog 
raphy, that only about 46 per cent of those 
that take shorthand really make a suecess 
of it. They are the ones who really exert 
themselves to the utmost to gain profi 
ciency and accuracy. And that is no easy 
task' 

It is hard to keep in touch with the 
graduates after they leave the Marine 
Corps, but we often hear of men obtain 
ing special order discharges to aecept 
positions in the Civil Service and other 
Federal Government. 
Two graduates of the school two years ago 
are in the State Department in American 
at Honduras and Persia. An 
other is in the Treasury Department at 
Washington, D. C. And there are many 
more, but these are a few who are making 
i success of themselves through the short 


hand field.

During the years above reeorded, his 
studies were interrupted by the War and 
the man of whom we write (you should 
know by now, joined the U. 8S. 
Marine Corps. He was sent to St. Thomas, 
. - I., and attended Non-Comm Sehool at 
Parris Island. At the end of the war he 
was ceremoniously presented with an hon 
orable discharge as PRIVATE Mark F. 
Kessenich (There is probably more to this 
phase of the story 

Commissioned a second lieutenant in the 
Volunteer Marine Corps Reserve, he was 
transferred to this company then the 
4th) on 26 April ’28. He served as 
company officer until February 1929 when 
he heeame acting C.O. upon the transfer of 
Ist Lt. Frank V. MeKinliss. Gy-Sgt. How 
ird W. Tlouek was commissioned 2nd Lt. 
and beeame his company officer. In the 
fall of 1930 he stepped out of the ranks of 
hachelorhood and beeame a happy 4 bell 
shove-off benedict for whieh act of valor 
out of the line of regular duty Ist Sgt. 
Maus in the height of his dignity and 
oratory Kessenich 
with a ship’s clock from the company. 

Following the advent of Lt. Col. James 
F. Rorke’s 19th Reserve Marines the 304th 
Company beeame absorbed therein and be 
came Co, A, Ist Bn. and the 413th Com

pany—May 1931. Mr. Kessenich was made 

C.O. and his former right guide, John §, 

Barrett, was made his company officer. On 

February 15th, with the organization of a 

separate New York Battalion, in 1933, we 

became Company B, Ist Battalion, USMCR 
NY, later shorted to FMCR. 


Mareh Ist, 1933 the subject of our in- 
coherent biography put the gold bar into 
the sea-bag and drew a silver one. Gunnery 
Sergeant Ramon M. Lopez in the _ busy 
meantime turned in his white belt and se 
eured a Sam Browne belt across his Hai- 
tian-decorated chest and became Company 
Officer—Lt. Barrett taking up the Battal- 
ion Adjutant’s billet. On August 3lst, 
1933, following a record breaking camp for 
this outfit with fifty-five men, fourteen ex- 
pert riflemen and boot induction that were 
cinematically recorded by the Recruiting 
Bureau at Sea Girt, N. J., Lt. Kessenich 
became el capitan. On the 25th of May, 
1934, a pinwheeling rifle and pistol shot 
private jumped the many conventional hur 
dles to become 2nd Lt. Michael J. Davido- 
witch and new eo. officer following Lt. Lo 
pez’ assuming the Bn. QM. burdens. 

With vour indulgence and the gracious 
ness of the editorial staff of this splendid 
periodical, we'll reminiscence a bit on some 
incidents that to the old timers are part of 
the unofficial accounts of Captain Mark F, 
Kessenich: 

In 1928 we reeall Ist Sgt. Ahern dis 
missing the outfit with a terse note that all 
athletes turn out, and then Lt. Kessenich 
coming on deck with part of his philosophy 
under his arm—a football. He urged Pfe. 
Levy to win the first obstacle race Marine 
victory with Cpl. Costello awing the gobs 
with his agile rope climbing. . 1929 we 
find him at Fort Meade, Md., with our com 
pany an artillery unit of the 10th Regiment 
fresh from China. It was during this camp 
he made Joe La Machhia head captain to 
get in shape for the Ft. Meade Smoker 
Bouts. A lad from Boston named Costello 
belted the ears off Joe and Mr. Kessenich 
was very disappointed. . . 1930 we see him 
in Quantico, Va., as O.D. with the toughest 
guard in the entire Reserve. (One lad let 
go with a live one from his .3006 and half 
the guard was in his tent before the smoke 


had ascended into the air. ..). 1931 in 
Niantie, Conn., he broke up a small riot in 
an adjoining dance hall. It was here we 


eonducted our first boot kangaroo kourt 
and James M. Stenhouse raised his eye 
brows higher as Ist Sgt. 1932 he turned 
the active duty over to Lt. Barrett and 
the boys returned to Niantie, where they 
loaded trucks and rolled packs for what 
they thought was riot duty in New London 
but it was just another one of those let’s 
see-how-fast-you-mobilize-things. A rifle range 
was MADE by the reserves at East Haven. 

In 1933 we see the skipper justly 
proud of the finest company of young 
Americans it has been our pleasure to be 
hold. It was without a doubt, the highest 
moraled outfit this side of Heaven and that 
camp at Sea Girt, N. J., was the talk of 
the towns (Washington, Asbury and all 
points. 1934 he piloted us to Sea Girt 
again with a detail from his command in 
charge of Sgt. Hanly firing the salutes for 
Gov. Hoffman... On August 25, 1954, 
upon 24 hours’ notice he mobilized 70% of 
the outfit with heavies and tin chapeaus 
and marched to a neighboring pier from 
which we embarked on the Physcie for Ft 
Wadworth, N. Y. Ilere we transported 
chow, bivouaced and held a combat problem 
and maintained an eighteen hour guard. 
The NCO’s in charge of the top boom-de 
aved till dawn and on August 26th all 
hands returned to the armory with a fuller 
knowledge of tactical work than they would

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Maynard Daniels

CARRYING ON IN THE 
RESERVES 
Playfair of the Fifth Bn. 

*Way back when you and I were in swad 
dling clothes and your mother and mine 
were wondering why a diaper service hadn’t 
been originated, Playfair walked 
he denies he ran) into a Marine Corps 
Recruiting office in Pittsburgh and said 
he’d like to be a Marine. It was June 3, 
1905, to be exact and George was then 26 
vears old. He would like vou to think he 
was going to church that morning and lost 
his way in the factory smoke. Sometimes, 
when he thinks he hasn’t told you the story 
before, he will claim he was returning to 
his hotel and mistook the recruiting ser 
geant for the head bell boy. Pin him 
down and ask him why he held his hand 
up and he'll say he thought it was a hold 
up but only held up one hand beeause he 
had a suitease in the other. 

Suffice to say, George Playfair beeame a 
Marine on June 3, 1905, long before most 
of us knew there was a Marine Corps, and 
even before a lot of vou knew there was a 
world that needed a Marine Corps. 

Back in those days recruits were sent to 
the Marine Barracks, Washington, D. C., 
for training and that’s where George went. 
His commanding officer was Major John A. 
LeJeune (remember?) 

It took eight weeks to make Playfair a 
Marine and that was thirty-three years ago. 


George 
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They did a marvelous job  beeause he 
hasn’t forgotten anything about being a 
Marine. 

Upon completion of his recruit tuition 
they shunted him over to the Navy Yard 
in Washington for his first taste of duty. 
He remained on duty at the Navy Yard 
until September, 1906, when he was in 
cluded in a group detailed to join the 
Cuban Expeditionary Foree embarking on 
the USS Newark at Norfolk, Virginia. 
Upon arrival in* Havana Harbor Géorge 
was transferred over to the USS Virginia. 
A short period on the Virginia and the 
command was split into detachments and 
ordered ashore. Then followed two years 
and eight months on Cuban soil serving 
variously at such places as Hormiquerra, 
Cienfuegos and Trinidad. 

On June 17, 1907, they made George 
Playfair a corporal. We never have found 
out just how he wet down those first chev 
rons. He’s a little secretive about those 
things and claims such events are purely 
personal. In any case he had to go through 
the wetting down process again soon after 
because on January 23, 1908, they added 
another stripe and he became a full-fledged 
sergeant. 

As 1908 bid good-bye to the universe 
and 1909 rolled itself in Playfair was the 
part of a large detachment steaming (or 
maybe they sailed in those days) out of 
Havana Harbor on the USS Prairie, Phila 
delphia bound. George left a lot of broken 
heads and hearts in Cuba, but then again, 
he’s kind of seeretive about those things. 
He will admit though that when the guns 
boomed in the New Year while he was 
sailing out of Havana Harbor his imme 
diate thought was that he had forgotten to 
eancel a date. He was quite relieved when 
they steamed (or sailed) out of knife 
throwing distance. 

Upon arrival in Philadelphia the Prairic 
disembarked a large number of the Marine 
detachment but that didn’t include George. 
There was a little matter of coaling ship 
(remember?) to be attended to so George 
heaved and puffed most of the day and 
then continued on to Portsmouth, Virginia, 
where he soon lost his sea legs hanging 
‘round the gate and making the boys go 
when the bus comes, 

From Portsmouth he went back to his 
old stamping ground at the Washington 
Navy Yard and then, on June 2, 1909, 
Major Wendell C. Nevill (remember?) 
handed him his discharge and young, spry, 
thirty year old George went out to face 
the world. 

Ordinarily this would be the end of the 
story but George had a sort of Seotch dog 
gedness in him he was born in East 
Calder, Scotland) and, being a Marine by 
choice and an American citizen by natural 
ization, the remembrances of those four 
years sort of hung heavy on him, so, on 
June 5, 1931, he walked (if he ran this 
time it wouldn’t be quite so fast) to the 
Marine Corps Reserve Reeruiting Office in 
Washington and said he’d like to do some 
Marining on a part-time basis. He might 
have been too old according to the statutes 
but there’s where a waiver came in handy 
so, after waving him out because he wanted 
to way back in 1909 they waived him back, 
also beeause he wanted to, in 1931. He 
was only ‘‘out’’ for twenty-two years and 
two days. 

As a member of the Reserves he began 
with the Sixth Marine Reserve Brigade 
and when that organization was disbanded 
in favor of the Fifth Battalion, Fleet Ma 
rine Corps Reserve, George stayed on. 

He’s been up and down in the Reserves; 
up to Quartermaster Sergeant, down to 
private and now he’s a corporal. Lest 
there be any misunderstanding the redue 
tions were due to changes in organization

Upon asking our Ist Sgt. he an 
swered ‘‘both,’’ but the furloughed ex- 
pression he possessed was that of most 
any shortly married man. ‘‘Did he take a 
bath with his clothes on?’’ was the gen- 
eral question just after Sgt. Meserole 
eame up out of the hole, where he was 
storing seabags.

In keeping with the tradition of painting 
the name of the vessel and the date on the 
high cliffs surrounding the cove the 
Charleston was painted alongside that of 
the Babbitt for posterity. A large sign 
reading U. S. MARINES is also conspicu 
ous among those of the many ships, having 
been painted there by the Babbitt Marines. 
Our next anchorage was at Sulivan’s Bay 
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but no liberty party left the ship at this 
place. 

A general resume of the flora and fauna 
of the Galapagos is as follows: 

The terrain of the islands in general is 
divided into three well determined zones; 
the seashore, the rocky zone, and the moun 
tains; in accordance with this division, the 
vegetation varies. 

The seashore is fertile but no cultivation 
ean be earried out due to lack of fresh wa 
ter. Along the seashore can be found native 
trees. They are dwarfed and misshapen 
However, the wood is very strong. This 
fact may be proven by the wharf at Puerto 
Bazuerizo Moreno, which was constructed 
of this wood some 60 years ago and is 
still in very good condition. 

The rocky zone is the most arid of the 
three, the plant life being of the cactus 
variety only. 

The mountainous zone is the most inter 
esting and richest. The terrain is fertile 
and the layer of humus is rather deep. It 
is in this zone that the plantations are lo 
eated. The plantings are both of tropical 
and temperate varieties. Coffee, sugarcane, 
citrus fruits, oranges, limes, tobacco, pine 
upples, ete. of the tropics and potatoes, to- 
matoes, onions, ete., of the temperate zones. 
Horses, cows, goats, burros, pigs, fowl and 
wild dogs and eats inhabit the islands in 
vast numbers. They are entirely wild and 
ever on the increase. 

The writer sincerely regrets that time 
ind facilities for travel did not permit a 
more extensive investigation into the in 
terior where these before-mentioned ani 
mals abound in complete freedom and the 
few inhabitants of the islands reside. It 
was with considerable regret that we said 
goodbye to the Galapagos, land of mystery, 
fact and fiction.

fled for the shelter of the timber but my 
Lewis took fearful toll of the survivors in 
their hurried and disorderly retreat.

**T’ll join you on the ridge in five min- 
utes,’’ I told him as I halted the main body 
and instructed them to await my return.

A half-mile further on they 
pitched the main camp. It would be suicide 
to attempt to reach this without first dis- 
posing of the outpost. The question was 
just how strong this outpost might be. Could 
I handle it with two men without firing? It 
would have to be with the bayonet. I joined 
the point in the saddle of the ridge. My 
plan was to crawl as skirmishers at six pace 
intervals and when in striking distance, take 
it with a rush. A half hour’s painful crawl 
ing over sharp stones and through pricking 
eactus brought us near enough to the out 
post to see how the land laid. It was a Cos 
sack Post consisting of four men. Two of 


them with rifles across their knees were 
seated on a log talking and smoking; the 
other two were stretched at full length on 


the ground, evidently asleep. I whispered to 
Jones and Larkin: 

** Jones, you get the one with the mus 
tache. Larkin, you get the other one. Re 
member, now, no noise. The bayonet through 
the throat will do the work. I7’ll handle the 
other two on the ground.’’ 

We crawled ten feet further, then leaped. 
I heard the slush of the bayonets, plunged 
into living bodies. It is a sound one never 
forgets. I smashed the skull of one sleeper 
with my automatic. The other one aroused 
and started to rise. He was on his side 
when my pistol -fell on his forehead and he 
sank back without a groan. We must work 
fast for any moment the sergeant might 
come to visit the outpost. I sent Jones back 
to bring up the main body. 

Dawn was fast breaking when we formed 
as skirmishers and moved on the main camp. 
The attack must be a complete surprise if 
we were to rescue Calderon alive. <A half 
mile ahead a huge fire was roaring and as 
we drew nearer a drum began to beat slow 
and muffled. I wondered if we were too late, 
for that strange muffled beat I knew to be 
the accompaniment of a dread rite I had seen 
before one night on Guambuco Mountain. It 
was getting very light when I gave the sig 
nal for the rush. 

As one man we charged with wild yells 
amid the blinding flash of exploding gren 
ades and volleys of rifle fire. Men lying 
wrapped asleep in blankets met their maker 


that way; others, half rising, and stupid 
with sleep, sank back to their eternal

There was slaughter there at day- 
break on that wild mountainside. I made 
for the fire where two men with red bands 
about their hats stood bending over an ob 
ject. 

I blew the face off one at two 
One died with a red and dripping machete in 
his hand. Then I stumbled. Our charge 
carried us through the camp and with an 
about wheel we came back to clean up. All 
about in the jungle horses were neighing and 
men screaming in pain. Daylight came in 
a burst of gold as it does in those countries 
near the equator, daybreak in the Segovias.

I looked for Calderon among the dead and 
unfamiliar faces. Then I saw what it was 
that I had stumbled over. One look 
enough, for there at the base of the throat 
of a human torso I saw the strange sear I 
had seen when Lieutenant Calderon’s shirt 
collar stood open when we were looking at 
the maps in La Pelona. That was the way 
we found him and in a narrow grave hur- 
riedly dug with our bayonets we buried him 
and left him on the hillside of Mamon.
